The  beautiful  Muhammadan,  as  well  as,  of  course,  East  Indian 
art,  is  becoming  better  known  in  this  country  year  by  year.  The 
antique  Indian  and  Indo-Persian  textiles  and  embroideries  in  the 
present  sale  are  not  only  important  as  decorative  pieces,  but  some 
of  them  are  certainly  museum  specimens,  especially  the  old  Indian 
hand-painted  and  printed  fabrics,  examples  of  which  were  on 
exhibition  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York,  during  the 
past  few  months. 

The  miniatures  are  in  many  instances  Hindu  mythological 
scenes  and  portraits,  exquisitely  drawn  by  Indo-Persian  artists.
